Every possible pressure will be 
brought to bear upon him to per- 
suade him to find some way to 
come on the ticket as the vice 
presidential nominee. This _in- 
cludes a special plea by the Presi- 
dent himself. 


This is the ticket they must have 
—Nixon and Rockefeller. 


Without such a combination 
the party knows it will be greatly 
handicapped in November. Be- 
neath the surface of reassuring 
words and slogans, a rather grim 
struggle goes on to obtain dis- 
cipline and Rockefeller. The party 
leadership has not done a good 
job of holding the line. There are 
all sorts of stories being told by 
some of the conservatives 
promises made to offer a plat- 
form more moderate than that of 
the Democrats. Some of these men 
have stood in the immediate hear- 
ing and said things in anger 
which they likely will regret in 
the months ahead. A few have 
named the vice president as the 
source of their reassurance about 
the platform. They have said flat- 
ly that they were betrayed and 
deceived. 


Hall Loses Grip 


No one seems really to be in 
charge of the party procedures. 
It was easy, they are learning, 
when everyone liked Ike. 


In those days all Alderman Hall 
had to do was to speak to be 
obeyed. But now Len Hall is not 
politically well regarded by most 
of those here. Some blame him for 
Nelson Rockefeller’s attitude. He 
almost certainly will not be the 
campaign manager once the con- 
vention is concluded. The plat- 
form subcommittee is completely 
out of hand and defiant of all urg- 
ings to be good boys and do what 
eventually must be done, namely 
to accept the Rockefeller 14 points 
mutually agreed to by Mr. Nixon. 


The Southern Republicans, 
many of whom came to the party 
because of Gen. Eisenhower's 
nomination, are daily producing 
a quota of publicly disenchanted 
men who are beginning to get 
like Southern Democrats. All in 
all this is a very unhappy party. 
It is expected that by Wednesday 
order will have been restored. 
But there is no assurance that 
this will be complete. A bitter 
floor fight is possible, but the 
high-level hopes are that the Pres- 
ident will be able to pour oil upon 
the troubled waters and bring 
things to a proper, orderly cli- 
max on Thursday evening with 
everyone in a public statement of 
love and affection. 


Must Have Him 


But, again, there is no certainty 
of this. The man Rockefeller dis- 
turbs them. They can’t get at 
him. They must have him. With- 
out him on the ticket the con- 
vention will have failed of its 
central purpose—to put together 
the ticket which has the best 
chance of winning. The Demo- 
crats did this. Some thought the 
Kennedy choice of Johnson a 
cynical act. In a sense it was. 
But it was also enormously prac- 
tical. There will be those who 
will be deeply disillusioned if 
Nelson Rockefeller finds a way 
to change his mind. Stranger 
things have happened. But, also 
no convention has had to cope 
with a man like Rockefeller. 


He is not a politician in that he 


has come into politics as a ca- 
reer. He is a deeply honest man

U.S.in Cuba

CHICAGO (#—The Republican Platform Commit- 
tee endorsed Sunday a no-price-ceiling defense program 
—but in words less urgent than those used by Vice 
President Nixon and New York Gov. Nelson A. Rocke-

CEADERS CONFIDENT 


The full platform committee 
promptly met to decide the 
matter. Party leaders were con- 
fident the full committee would 
override the subcommittee rebels 
and produce a strong rights plank, 
thereby avoiding a floor fight. 
But the committee session 
dragged on into the early morn- 
ing hours Monday. 


Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon conferred by phone with 
Nelson Rockefeller Sunday night 
to chart a strategy that would 
restore their hold and salvage the 
strong plank they desire. 


Afterward Rockefeller called the 
powerful New York delegation 
into session and lined it up as an 
army “prepared to fight” on the 
convention floor for a liberal 
rights plank in case the platform 
committee fails to adopt one that 
suits him. 


The %-member delegationn 
unanimously approved the 14 
points stated as Nixon-Rockefeller 
goals and authorized Rockefeller 
to appoint any of its members 
“to present to the convention the 
New York delegation’s stand.”

National Chairman Thurston B. 
Mortoh said Sunday that Vice 
President Nixon might let the 
GOP convention choose his run- 
ning-mate after narrowing the 
field to a small number of accep- 
table possibilities. 


Morton also said he assured 
Sen. Barry Goldwater of Arizona 
and other unhappy conservatives 
that Nixon and Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller were not trying to dic- 
tate to the convention in their 14 
point joint platform recommenda- 
tion. 


He said he informed Nixon the 
platform committee might deviate 
in certain respects from the pact 
that Nixon and Rockefeller reach- 
ed at their New York meeting 
Friday night. 


He called their joint statements 
merely ‘“‘suggestions’” and said 
the platform actually would be 
written by the 103-member com- 
mittee. 


Morton has said repeatedly in 
the past that Nixon would decide 
on his running mate after consult- 
ing other GOP leaders. 


He was asked Sunday on a tel- 
evision program if there was 
any possibility Nixon would fol- 
low the example of Adlai E. Ste- 
venson in 1956 and throw open 
the GOP vice presidential race.

Our System Itself 
Is Again on Trial 


The GOP begins its convention in Chi- 
cago today. During the week it will se- 
lect its candidates for the highest of- 
fices in the land and will offer its plat- 
form to the people. 

Thus begins the contest which will de- 
termine the destiny of this nation—in 
fact, of the whole world—luring the 
next four years. And how the United 
States exercises the responsibility of its 
power and the need for leadership dur- 
ing that period very well might deter- 
mine the fate of all free peoples. That 
premise is conceded in capitals every- 
where. 


It has become evident that the na- 
tion’s foreign policy now is insparably 
tied to all other policies. The new and 
dangerous Communist offensive, timed to 
coincide with our election, proves that 
Moscow still is driving toward world 
revolution by fair means or foul. It also 
proves the great risks—with all the dan- 
gers of miscalculation—which the Com- 
munists are willing to take in the strug- 
gle. 


In a very real sense, our system of 
government itself is on trial. Can the de- 
liberate and slow democratic process 
manage the vision and unity which such 
a long-range and sustained conflict re- 
quires? Can we overcome partisan dif- 
ferences for a long-range program—an 
American program, if you please—to meet 
the economic, ideological, military and 
political challenges? 


U.S. foreign policy thus must be 
geared to a long-range continuing strug- 
gle. It cannot be planned on a year-to- 
year or even on a four-year basis. The 
Communist program for gaining the world 
through upsetting the present power bal- 
ance is not being abandoned. It is being 
intensified. New crises are immediately 
ahead. 


This struggle affects all our lives and 
those of our children. If we lose, the world 
will become Communist and totalitarian. 


It is time for an American policy— 
not just a GOP or Democratic policy. Let 
us pray that it will emerge during the 
coming weeks and that the whole nation 
will shake off its lethargy and rise to 
conquer what Sen. Kennedy rightly has 
termed “the new frontier.”

War on Obsolescence 


Is Best Hope for Cities 


If trends of this century continue, 
there will be about 214 million persons 
in the United States by 1970. And included 
in that number will be almost as many 
people living in urban areas as made up 
the entire population of the nation in 
1950. 


Forecasts say that 65 per cent of the 
total—140 million—will be concentrated 
in metropolitan areas. During the present 
decade this urban population is expected 
to increase by 30 million, most of it in 
the suburban ring rather than the central 
city. 

In 1900 only 29 per cent of the popu- 
lation in metropolitan areas inhabited the 
suburbs. By 1950 the proportion had risen 
to 42 per cent. The 1960 census is show- 
ing that suburban population outnumbers 
central cities in metropolitan areas. 

In terms of human and governmental 
problems, this means a continuation of the 
headaches of the past decade. Unless there 
is better planning than in the past, these 
could become almost insurmountable. Ac- 
cumulated obsolescence and decav of cen- 
tral cities could create one of the most 
acute domestic crises in our history. 

Atlanta and all other cities thus must 
have a constant program of urban re- 
newal. Hand in hand with this must be a 
continuing effort to prevent further de- 
cay. Without these the task of financing 
needed urban services will become wel]l- 
nigh impossible.

Cuba’s Economic Woes 
Near Point of Disaster 


Announcement that Red China will 
purchase 500,000 tons of Cuban sugar 
under an arrangement similar to that 
made with Russia shows that Cuba’s 
economy is becoming totally dependent 
upon Communist nations. But to save it 
from complete collapse, massive aid is 
needed in the next few months. 

A story in the Wall Street Journal 
reports that government mistakes—not 
“U.S. economic aggression” —is responsible 
for mounting economic troubles. Unem- 
ployment skyrockets, agricultural produc- 
tion has declined drastically, foods are 
in short supply, manufacturing goods 
grow scarcer and a huge government 
deficit is in prospect. | 

Unemployment now stands at 600.000 
erga of ge work force—while Raul 
vastro renewed tirades against the United 
States in Moscow and pleaded for Khru- 
shchev’s help. The 60-million-dollar tour- 
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ist trade from the United States has 


evaporated. 


The government agricultural mo- 
nopoly has failed disastrously. In mid- 
June, for instance, the planners sud- 
denly discovered they had only a 10- 
day supply of corn on hand for poultry 
and cattle. The rice harvest was more 
than 20 per cent below normal. Re- 
portedly the whole agricultural effort is 
operating at a loss. 

What emerges is a picture of growing 
economic chaos which in time could have 
political consequences in the downfall of 
Castro. He might be saved by Khru- 
shchev and Red China for political reasons 
and for a political price. If the Com- 
munists do decide to grant the massive 
aid that will be necessary, Cuba could 
become a Soviet satellite with all that this 
implies.

Road Program Step-Up 


Calls for Extra Caution 


The speed-up in Georgia’s interstate 
highway program, made possible by a 
new loosening of federal funds, comes as 
welcome news. 


At the same time, it makes it all the 
more important that the State Highway 
Dept. sees to it that speed and quantity 
in-road building do not lead to construc- 
tion mistakes, errors in inspections and 
similar sacrifices in quality. 


Fortunately, the department already 
has taken steps toward doing a better 
policing job. But the stepped-up schedule 
of construction calls for the most careful 
scrutiny possible of all projects down to 
the most minute details so that the tax- 
payers will receive full value. 


Tentative plans call for the letting of 
contracts in about a dozen counties. In- 
cluded are segments of the Atlanta Cir- 
cumferential Route. This should serve as 
a spur toward completing the downtown 
connector. 


All told, the federal program is shap- 
ing up better on a nationwide basis than 
it was a few weeks ago. There was 
ample room for improvement and still:is. 
The same applies to the individual states 
in holding up their end of the bargain.

Teaching Scholarships 
Should Be Snapped Up 


The State Department of Education 
has an excellent deal to offer bright voung 
future teachers. 


On hand is $150,000 in scholarships, 
with individual loans ranging up to 
$1,000 a year for those who qualify. 

The loans are to be paid off at the 
rate of $1,000 annually by teaching in 
Georgia. The arrangement is sound and 
is fair to taxpayers and students alike. 

This money should not be allowed to 
go begging inasmuch as Georgia has 
many youths who could qualify and the 
state needs them to shore up its teaching 
ranks.

Responsibility Needed 
In Recessed Congress 


When Congress reconvenes after the 
GOP convention, the temptation for po- 
litical excesses in legislation will be 
great. Nominees Johnson and Kennedy 
both are members of the Senate. Vice 
President Nixon, almost certain of the 
Republican nod, presides over that body. 


Urgent national matters concerning 
federal aid to schools, health care for the 
aged, housing and the increase in mini- 
mum wage will provide an excellent 
campaign stage. They also provide oppor- 
tunity for congressional irresponsibility 
which could result in no legislation in 
these important fields at this session. Pres- 
ident Eisenhower still warns of use of 
the veto if spending bills are excessive. 


Democrats will be anxious not only 
to establish a record in these politically 
sensitive areas but will stand ready to 
blame the Republicans if their efforts are 
stymied. Chances are that measures ex- 
ceeding what the administration has 
asked for will be passed. The President 
will be under great pressure to sign them. 

The average citizen can only hope 
that Congress will keep a cooler head than 
campaign oratory would indicate. After 
all, the people must pick up the tab.

Nixon Lost Face 
In Rockefeller Lair 


CHICAGO—An influential Republican senator 
who is close to Richard M. Nixon let the dust of 
the Nixon-Rockefeller meeting settle for a day 


and then summed up many misgivings with one gloomy comment. 
“I wish,” he said, “that they had met in Atlantic City.” 
The vice president's trip all the way to Nelson Rockefeller’s door- 
step in Manhattan did not sit very well with this convention. Nixon 
went more than half-way to meet a man who is deeply mistrusted 


by the delegate rank and file. 


The New York governor is disliked not just because he is a lib- 
eral, but because he refuses to be a “team man.” Dwight Eisenhower 
made “‘team’’ a sacred word in the party dogma. Rockefeller 


desecrated it. 


And Nixon permitted the Rockefeller rebellion. He accepted it 


as respectable. 


History may show that Nixon made a profitable move. He incurred 
certain devastating liabilities, however. 

Foremost was his loss of face. Doubt about the depth of his con- 
victions has persisted in many conservative breasts. This doubt was 
not allayed by his compromise with Rockefeller. Both men insisted 
they just happened to believe the same things. Yet Nixon revealed 
their mutuality under conditions that made Rockefeller look like the 


victor. 


He changed the course of a conservatively oriented party much 
as Eisenhower did. But Eisenhower's modern Republicanism seem- 
ingly sprang from the general’s deep personal beliefs. Nixon's beliefs 
seem to have sprung suddenly from a chastising encounter with the 


Peck’s Bad Boy of the moment, 


This is an unkind and probably erroneous view of Nixon’s intent, 
But Nixon is the one who gave it such an appearance. 


Truth that he has weakened came quickly. The platform com- 
mittee mutiny on civil rights shows a s'ackening of command which 


may worsen by November. 


The surprising thing is that Nixon received so little in return for 
his galling trip to New York. The New York vote is important to him. 
But Rockefeller’s refusal to run for vice president on the platform 
he presumed to dictate is a standing rebuke to Nixon and an appre- 
ciable blow to Republican chances in the election. 


Nixon went all the way. Rockefeller went none. And, as the gloomy 
senator said, this convention would feel better if they at least had 


met in Atlantic City.

Nixon Mulling 4 


As Running Mate 


CHICAGO—Richard Nixon heads for Chi- 
cago to accept the Republican presidential nomi- 
nation with a head full of problems as to whom 


to tap to be his candidate for the vice presidency he himself has held 
for eight years. There is an embarrassment of riches in available 
men for this second spot. There is a special awareness in Nixon, of 
all people, of the qualities most needed for the post and most useful 


politically. (After all, he has had 
matter.) 

And finally the Democrats 
have complicated Nixon’s life by 
choosing Sen. Lyndon Johnson as 
their vice presidential candidate 
on the ticket headed by Sen. John 
Kennedy of Massachusetts. 

Nixon actually had long feared 
Johnson — at either end of the 
Democratic ticket. But, like near- 
ly everyone else, the vice presi- 
dent had assumed Johnson would 
take the No. 1 place or no place 
at all. The Texan’s decision to ac- 
cept No. 2 will give to the Demo- 
cratic slate some degree of ap- 
peal to conservatives — maybe 
some of them even Republican 
conservatives — which would not 
otherwise have been the case. 
Moreover, it weakens Nixon’s own 
previous hopes of doing unusually 
well in the South. 

So, assuming that Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller of New York will nei- 
ther take nor really be offered 
the GOP vice presidential desig- 
nation, after issuing a firm “‘no’”’ 
on Saturday, the position stands 
about like this: 

Nixon, in choosing his running 
mate, can go to the border states 
and select Sen. Thurston Morton 
of Kentucky. He can go to the 
East and pick Henry Cabot Lodge 
of Massachusetts, our ambassa- 
dor to the United Nations. He can 
go into Texas — and also Con-

- ery over illegitimate babies. In two or three Southern states, including Geor- 
gia, Toomey have even made a stab at punishing by fine or imprisonment any girl or woman 
who has had more than one illegitimate baby. So far as I know this piece of idiotic legislation has 
actually been passed and signed into law in only one state—Louisiana. 


But the very fact tnat it was 
introduced brought the problem 
of increasing illegitimacy to 
public attention all over the na- 
tion and precipitated some 
thoughtful studies and some in- 
telligent and humane action. 

Congress ordered a study by 
the Social Security Administra- 
tion and many states have 
launched their own searching 
examination of the problem. 
Close to home, here in Fulton 
County, Welfare Director Well- 
born Ellis did a simple, old- 
fashioned but inspired thing. He 
called on citizens for a hand. 


The results are so promising 
it makes you feel almost glad 
those first dreadful, bumbling 
efforts to rid the state of il- 
legitimacy by flinging poor er- 
ring girls in jail were thought 
up. For, of course, there’s no 
more potent force in the world 
than an informed, concerned 
group of plain citizens.

The most dangerous course a 
President can follow in a time of 
crisis is to defer making decisions 
until they are forced on him and 
thereupon become inevitable 
cisions.

driven to action out of expedi- 
ency or weakness. 


In normal times, lack of presi- 
dential leadership may be harm- 
less, though it can hardly be cen- 
sidered a national asset. But in 
times of crisis, irresoluteness on 
the part of a President can do the 
nation great harm. 


It can, in fact, damage a situa- 
tion beyond anyone’s ability to 
overcome it later. 


* T have often thought that if the 
three Presidents preceding Lin- 
coln—Buchanan, Pierce and Fill- 
more—had acted as they should 
have, it is more than likely that 
the War Between the States 
might have been averted. 


Not only must a President be 
fully informed but he must be 
constantly alert to what lies 
ahead. And he can see ahead only 
if he has a sense of history and 
understands the times he lives in. 


I have been asked whether I 
have any regrets about any of the 
major decisions I had to make as 
President. I have none. 


And there were many things that 
had to be done that might have 
been handled some other way. 
But considering the information 
available at the time and the cir- 
cumstances prevailing when I had 
to make many of my decisions, I 
do not see how I could have acted 
very differently. 


A man can find more time to 
contemplate a situation after it 
has come about. Looking at the 
results, he might wonder why it 
could not have been handled dif- 
ferently. 


But whenever I felt a mistake 
had been made, I always tried 
to remedy the mistake by making 
another decision, 


Everybody makes mistakes 
and the important thing is to cor- 
rect them, once they are discov- 
ered. Sometimes you have a choice 
of evils, in which case you try to 
take the course that is likely to 
bring the least harm. 


WHY CRY? 


I am not one who believes it 
does any good to cry over past 
mistakes. You have got to keep 
looking ahead and going straight 
ahead all the time, making de- 
cisions and correcting the situation 
as you go along. 


This calls for a fundamental 
policy, a basic outlook, for the 
making of major foreign and do- 
mestic decisions. Otherwise the 
operations of the government 
would be reduced to improvisation 
—and inevitable trouble. 


A President who hesitates or 
temporizes usually is not certain 
of what he wants, and he is great- 
ly handicapped when he has to 
act without a clear-cut policy. 


A President ought not to worry 
whether a decision he knows he 
has to make will prove to be pop- 
ular. The question is not whether 
his actions are going to be pop- 
ular at the time but whether what 
he does is right. And if it is right 
in the long run it will come out 
all right. 


EAR TO GROUND 


The man who keeps his ear to 
the ground to find out what is 
popular will be in trouble. I usual- 
ly say that a man whose heart 
is in the right place and who is 
informed is not likely to go very 
far wrong when he has to act. 
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That is the nature of the

I made it my business as Pres- 
ident to listen to people in all 
walks of life and in all fields of 
endeavor and experience. I did 
not see only the people who ought 
to be seen—that is, those who 
were ‘‘well connected.” I always 
tried to be a good listener. 


But since the responsibility for 
making decisions had to be mine, 
I always reserved judgment. 


The reason that led me to set 
up the Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy was to make sure that all the 
vast amount of information avail- 
able to the different departments 
of the government would be co- 
ordinated and made immediately 
available to the President—with- 
out being edited or interpreted 
by any one department. 


When a crisis came along, such 
as the one connected with Gen- 
eral MacArthur or the Berlin air- 
lift or the aggression against Ko- 
rea, I was confronted with making 
far-reaching decisions. Once I 
made up my mind, I acted. And 
I did not worry about the action 
I took. If you are going to walk 
the floor and worry yourself to 
death everytime you have to 
make a decision or if you fail to 
make up your mind, then you 
are not suited for the job.

. NEW YORK — Having quietly but firmly been 
asked to hold its request for a Major League baseball 
franchise in abeyance, Madison Square Garden. re- 
turns Monday night to its first love. That, of course, 
would be boxing. 


- Time was when boxing was the big thing in both the old Garden 
as well as the present “new one.” Such extracurricular attractions

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NEW YORK (WNS) — Many 
mothers who push their off- 
spring on to premature achieve- 
ment really want them to grow 
up quickly so they can resume 
careers interrupted by child- 
birth, concludes Dr. Boris M. 
Levinson, director of Yeshiva 
University’s Psychological Cen- 
ter. It tests hundreds of chil- 
dren each year for admission 
to schools for gifted youngsters. 


The children average 4.69 
years of age and 126.63 in IQ. 
They come from upper and 
middle-class homes. 


In some cases, he noted, 
“the mothers evidenced great 
impatience to begin training for 
a new career which they were 
planning to undertake. 


These parents, Dr. Levinson 
said, loved their children and 
gave them every possible ad- 
vantage, such as early dance 
and music lessons. However, 
he added, “in a significantly 
large number” of cases, the 
youngsters showed signs of neu- 
rotic behavior. 


“When children exhibit social 


skills and achievements which 
are not only beyond their chron- 
ological age level, but even 


a price, in terms of nervous 
strain and tension,” Dr. Levin- 
son said.
